Wednesday, April 10, 1974 


2:50 p.m. Members of the Executive Council enter in 
procession in the Legislative Chamber, led 
by the Clerk of the Executive Council. 


255 'D.it The Chief Justice of Ontario enters the Legi- 
. slative Chamber, accompanied by the 
Deputy Minister, Office of the Premier. 


Mrs. Pauline M. McGibbon, accompanied by 
Mr. Donald W. McGibbon and the Senior 
Aide arrives by automobile at the South 
Door of the Legislative Building. 


Mrs. McGibbon is greeted on arrival by the 
Premier and Mrs. Davis, and by the Secre- 
tary of the Cabinet. 


3:00 p.m. Fanfare of trumpets. 
All present in the Legislative Chamber rise. 


The procession enters the Legislative Cham- 
ber: 
The Senior Aide to the Lieutenant Governor 
The Premier of Ontario Mrs. Pauline M. 
; McGibbon 
Mr. D.W. McGibbon Mrs. William Davis 
The Secretary of the Cabinet 


The Premier presents Mrs. McGibbon to the 
Chief Justice of Ontario. 


The Secretary of the Cabinet invites the 
assembled guests to be seated and says: 


“Mr. Premier, My Lord the Chief Justice of 
Ontario, Honourable Ministers, Ladies and 
Gentlemen, 


Mrs. Pauline M. McGibbon appears before 
the Executive Council of the Province of 
Ontario today to present her Commission 
of Appointment, and to be sworn in as 
Lieutenant Governor of the Province of 
Ontario. I beg to inform the Members of 
the Executive Council that the Honour- 
able George Gale, Chief Justice of Ontario, 
has been requested and authorized to 
administer the Oath of Allegiance and the 
Oath of Office.” 


The Secretary of the Cabinet asks Mrs. 
McGibbon if it is her pleasure to have her 
Commission of Appointment read in the 
presence of the Chief Justice of Ontario 
and Members of the Executive Council. 


Mrs. McGibbon consents and presents to the 
Premier her Commission appointing her as 
Lieutenant Governor of the Province of — 
Ontario. 


The Premier hands the document to the 
Secretary of the Cabinet. 


The Secretary of the Cabinet reads the Com- 
mission of Appointment. 


The Secretary of the Cabinet asks Mrs. 
McGibbon if it is her pleasure to take the 
Oath of Allegiance and the Oath of 
Office. 


All rise. 


The Chief Justice of Ontario administers the 
Oath of Allegiance and the Oath of 
Office. 


The oaths are signed by Mrs. McGibbon, and 
attested to by the Chief Justice of Ontario. 


The Premier presents the Bible to Her Honour 
the Lieutenant-Governor. 


The Chief Justice of Ontario shakes hands 
with the Lieutenant-Governor and escorts 
her with the Senior Aide to the Speaker’s 
Chair. 


The Lieutenant-Governor stands in front of 
the Speaker’s Chair. 


Royal Salute. 


The Lieutenant-Governor invites the assem- 
bled guests to be seated. 


The Secretary of the Cabinet says: 


“Your Honour, the Seal on the desk before 
you is the Great Seal of the Province of 
Ontario. Is it your pleasure to commit it 
now to the safe custody of the Minister of 
Government Services? ”’ 


The Clerk of the Executive Council hands 
the Great Seal to the Lieutenant-Governor 
who, after examining it, hands the Seal 
for safekeeping to the Minister of Govern- 
ment Services. 


The Premier invites the representative of the 
Government of Canada to extend greetings. 


The Premier delivers an address to which the 
Lieutenant-Governor replies. 


The Senior Aide bows to the Lieutenant- 
Governor who rises. 


All present rise. 


Her Honour the Lieutenant-Governor leaves 
the Legislative Chamber, accompanied by 
the Premier, Mr. McGibbon, Mrs. Davis, 
and the Secretary of the Cabinet. 
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
